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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 52-74, 77, 79-98 and 101-152 are pending in the present application. 

2. Claims 1-51, 75, 76, 78, 99 and 100 have been cancelled. Claims 52-59, 61, 64- 
67, 72, 73, 77, 79-81, 86, 87, 89-98 and 101 have been amended. And new claims 102- 
152 have been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 52-74, 77, 79-98 and 101-152 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's response filed September 07, 2007 is found persuasive. Claims 52, 

77, 101, 102 and 132 are independent claims. The prior art of record fails to teach a 
relevancy determination unit that calculates a current reception pattern and a previous 
reception pattern in response to the reception of information relating to the reception of 
a keyword and that attaches a relevancy level to the keyword, wherein the relevancy 
level is defined by a relevancy threshold as cited in independent claims 52, 77, 101, 102 
and 132.
